happy over the success of his deal. He 
gave the International News Service 
tho following signed statement:

A NEW PRICE LIST 
BRINGS FOOD AND 
CLOTHES TO A 
LOWER LEVEL. 


W ith clothing, shoes, vegetables,' corn, wheat, flour, potatoes 
and other commodities steadily declining in price, there is again 
hope lor the man of moderate means. 
Wheat and flour prices - 
took another tumble at ( hicago Tuesday. 
December wheat open­ 
ed on the Chicago board at $1.89 a bushel and closed at $1.84 1-4S 
a loss ol 5 3-4 cents from the closing price Saturday, 
starch 
wheat opened at $1.84 a bushel and closed at $ 1.83, a loss of 5 
cents from Saturday's closing price. 
Flour went down to pre-war prices. 
In Minneapolis special 
patent brand dropped fifty cents a barrel, the price being $10 
wholesale. The enormous corn crop and lack of European demand 
is largely responsible for lower prices in foodstuffs or the cereal 
branch of foodstuffs. 
A convention of retail clothing dealers took place at Chicago 
same day to take action in regard to prices. 
Men's clothing fop 
immediate delivery was offered at prices IO to 40 per cent below 
present wholesale prices. 
Goods for spring and summer delivery 
were shown at prices IO to 33 1-3 per cent under those a year 
ago. 
Men’s shirts, underwear, socks and other articles show 
similar declines. 
Six hundred retail clothing dealers from seventeen middle 
western states were attending the Chicago convention, and every 
day it was agreed that prices are slipping. W. L. Mohr, treasurer 
and general manager of the association, said: 
“The public is not 
buying, manufacturers and dealers are overstocked and the prices^ 
must come down. 
We have passed the peak in high prices of 
wearing apparel. 
This year we are not only showing stuff for 
future delivery, but we have immense stocks of apparel for im­ 
mediate delivery. 
This, of course, is clue to the money situation 
and the overstocked, condition of the merchants and manufac­ 
turers. 
“Men’s clothing,” he continued, “will be considerably cheaper 
from now on. The retailer can afford to sell at a lower price, for 
his costs are becoming lower. 
Here are some shirts which sold 
at wholesale for $45 a dozen a few months ago. 
Now they are 
offered at $16.50 a dozen. 
Here are 2000 suits offered at $16.50 
and ordinarily they brought $45.70 a suit at wholesale. 
The 
price of $16.50 .covers the cost of cutting, making and trimming 
only. 
The manufacturers cannot seil them at the old price, the 
age of extravagance has passed, and rather than let the goods 
rot on the shelves they are accepting what they can get for them .’’ 
On the principle of “live and let live,” let us nave common 
sense in all our dickering. We are bound to remember that often 
when we get “a great bargain” somebody else is losing—so let 
us be considerate in our demands. 
We are sure th a t most of our 
merchants would be ashamed to profiteer by taking more than 
a fair price.
